The point made by 
General Brancker favoring the em- 
ployment of British equipment for 
the venture is that the new Rolls- 
Royce 375 horse-power engines have 
Teves reliable enough practically to 
nsure no difficulty from this source, 
The American Liberty motors, | he

While this 
is not the shortest route, it is said 
to offer better weather and better 
opportunity to forecast the weather 
in advance,

They cannot 
escape the obligation to continue in- 
creasing the stakes because their op- 
ponents will not settle. They insist 
on keeping up the game; in despera- 
tion the Germans must bid higher 
and ever higher. What is at stake 
for Germany was expressed not long 
since by the kaiser’s cousin, Freder- 
ick William of Prussia, at Breslau, in 
these words:

About 300,000 Germans and Austrians 
in Territory of Former Czar 


German and Austrian tré6ps now 
occupying territory of the former 
Russian empire number about  300,- 
000, ‘This excludes Finland. ‘The ad- 
vanced enemy line begins at Narva, 
on the bay of Narva in Esthonia 
(about 90 miles west of Petrograd) 
and runs *through Pskov, Oshsa, 
Kurst, Valuiki, Novo Techerka and 
Rostoy on Don, 

More than one-half of the Black 
Sea fleet which escaped from Sebas 
topol is now at Nove Rossick, where 
the Bolsheviki are in control, al 
though German submarines are 
ported to be guarding the entrance 
to the harbor. 

Turkish troops, 
which is unknown 
military authorities, have advanced 
in Trans-Caucasia from Batum on 
the Black Sea t#a point a few miles

“Summer trayel is good in Canada 
this year, despite the war and some 
inclement weather,” said Mr. W. H. 
Snell, general passenger agent of the 
c. P. R., eastern, lines, yesterday.

{joint meeting in the yard this 


Urge Canada To

British Authorities Want Output of 
220,000 Eighteen Pounders 
Per Week 


The imperial manition 
been urged by the British ministry 
to provide an increased supply of 
18-pounder shrapnel shells from Can- 
ada. The British authorities desire 
that the present supply be increased 
to 220,000 shells per week, at the 
earliest possible date and the imperial 
munitions board has vigorously re- 
vived the shrapnel. plants of the 
country, and new capacity has been 
created, both by increasing the ex- 
isting faciities and by the equipping 
of entirely new units. Some plants, 
which were engaged in turning tit 
4.5 shells, are being changed over to 
enable them to produce the  18- 
pounder shrapnel asked for. 

year ago, Canadian shell manu- 
facturers were producing about 375,- 
000 18-pounder shrapnel shells per 
week, but carly last autumn the im- 
perial munitions board was asked to 
reduce this output to 120,000 per 
week, The reduction, together with 
the change over from the mark of 
shell then being made to the new 
mark xii seriously affected the shrap- 
nel plants, which at the present time 
are not producing 120,000 shells of 
this class"per week, 

The board has communicated with 
the various manufacturers of this 
type of shell throughout Canada and 
have placed before them the require- 
ments of. the British authorities, 
which are of an urgent nature.

“Swinging To Victory” 


The Kaiser, Under Fire, Tells 
“Successes” 


Emperor William went into re- 
gions under fire during the recent 
fighting on the French front, accord- 
ing to Karl Rosner, the emperor's 
favorite correspondent, who accom- 
panies him on his tours. 

The correspondent's_article, a long 
one, dated May 25, on the battlefield 
of the Aisne, is printed in the Berlin 
Lokal-Anzeiger, It records the em- 
peror’s explanation of the battle to 
his suite. The emperor, standing be- 
fore a map of the fighting area says 
Rosner, addressed his hearers thus: 

“In 1914 during the battle of Sois- 
sons, I was here (at the Laffaux cor- 
ner on the Aisne front), What htavy 
trials have since been imposed upon 
us Germans! But that is now all 
behind us. We are now swinging on 
to final victory,” 

The correspondent describes the 
“unbounded astonishment” of a num- 
ber of French prisoners on seeing 
that the emperor had actually ven- 
tured under fire, 

On his return to the battlefront, 
continues:the article, the emperor 
beckoned the men in field grey near 
him to his ess and gave them a 
graphic description of the German 
successes, 

“Tell it to your comrades,” said 
the emperor in conclusion, “Tell 
them that they, too, may rejoice, Tell 
them also that I have told you—I, in 
the midst of the fighting,” 

“What eyes they will make in 
Paris, your majesty,” said one of his 
listeners, carried away by the em 
peror’s description, Rosner adds 

“Yes,” replied the emperor,

Hun Barbarism 


Sets New Mark 


Flagrant Example of Fiendishness 
Practised by Sub Crews 

_A new and flagrant example of 

German submarine barbarity is re 


ported by the newspapers. 

A AU-boat first torpedoed without 
warning and then shelled a British 
steamer, When the officers and 
crew of the damaged vessel took to 
the boats they were ordered along- 
side the submarine and forced to go 
on its deck, the captain being 
taken below as a prisoner.

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Home Meat Cannine 


Can the Surplus of Your Beef Ring 
Share 


The price of meat is high and like 
ly to go higher, while every month 
shows an inereasing demand for 
beef and pork for the rations of the 
army. Farm work, in the stummer 
at least, requires a meat diet, and the 
beef ring in the neighborhood, if it 
is a convenience, is not a luxury. 
Sometimes, however, the weekly 
“share” larger than the family 
really requires; in these cases the 
surplus may be canned to use after 
the beef ring season has closed. Two 
or three quarts of beef put away 
every week during the summer will 
amount to something worth consid- 
ering, to say nothing of the conven- 


is 


ience of having fresh home-canned 
meat in the cellar in time of emer- 
gency. 

No special equipment is required 


for canning meats, though the steam- 
pressure cooker has the advantage 
of shortening the time of  steriliza- 
tion. The ordinary boiler with rack 
to keep the jars raised from the bot- 
tom will do very well. It is better 
in canning meat or any other food 
that requires long cooking, to use 
rather small jars, pints or quarts 
rather than the two-quart size. 
Some housekeepers can meat stc- 
cessfully by cutting it in pieces, and 
Without any preparatory cooking, 
packing it solidly into jars, filling the 
jars to within three-fourths of an 
inch from the top, adding salt but 
no liquid, serewing on the tops 
lightly and cooking in the boiler. We 
prefer to have the meat partially 
cooked before putting. it into the 
jars, Cut the meat into pieces small 
enough to pack easily in the’ jars, 
sear and brown it in a greased fry- 
ing pan—the browning develops the 
rich flavor of roast beef. Add a lit- 
tle water and simmer until the meat 
can be torn apart. Remove gristle, 
bone and excessive fat and pack di- 
rectly into jars. Fill with the gra 
from the frying pan—if there 


is 
much of it boil it down to about half 


its volume. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt for cach quart of meat, place the 
rubbers and tops on the jars, screw 
down lightly, set on the rack in the 
boiler, having the water in the boiler 
come to within an inch of the tops 
of the jars, cover the boiler closely 


and cook for five hours after the 
water begins to boil. Remove the 
jars, tighten the tops and invert to 
test for leaks. If you have a steam 
pressure canning outfit, it. is only 
necessary to leave the jars in for 


three and a half hours at five pounds 
pressure, or for two hours at ten 
pounds pressure, 

Pork may be canned in the same 
way as beef, but an equally good 
method of preserving fresh pork is 
to slice and fry it almost as much as 
you would for immediate use, Have 
a small stone crock or jar washed 
and scalded, and as you take the 
meat from the frying pan put it in 
the crock, pouring some of the fat 
over it. Keep doing this until all the 
meat you want to put away is fried, 
but be sure to have the top com- 
pletely covered with fat; this makes 
a perfect seal. When you ‘begin to 
use this meat* from the jar do not 
forget to pour back some melted 
fat after each cooking or the meat 
left exposed will spoil very quickly. 

The canning of chicken may not 
be of so much interest just at this 
time of the year, but there will no 
doubt be a lot of surplus cockerels to 
kill off this fall, and while the mar- 
ket will be it is rather im- 


good, 
portant to have some canned for 
home use. The following is a very 
géod method: Kill the fowl and 
draw at once. Wash carefully and 
cool, cut into pieces and boil until 
meat can be removed from the 
bones. Pack the meat in glass jars 


with the liquid which has been boil- 
ed down to one-half its original vol- 


ume, Add a teaspoonful of salt’ to 
each q of meat. Place rubber 
and top in position, screw rings 
down lightly and ceok in boiling 


water, as explained above, for three 
and a half hours. If you have a 
pressure cooker, two and a_ half 
hours at five pounds pressure or two 
hours at ten pounds will do.—Farin- 
ers’ \ i 


Still Believe Submarines Will Defeat 
the Allies 


It is difficult to fathom the mind 
of the Teuton from outside of Ger- 
many. His childish faith in the sub- 
marine is simply unfathomable, He 
still believes this weapon will defeat 
Britain and the allies in war and aft- 
er that, when peace comes, he thinks 
it will be of value to reinstate the 
trade of his herland, With the 
submarine every other nation must 
become but the doormat to Germany. 

What Germany proposes to do 
with the Western nations aiter a 
German-made peace is negotiated 
with them told in the Deutsche 
Tages Zeitung, of Berlin, which says 

“With iron firmness we must 
maintain our demands. We must not 
surrender one foot of the occupied 
territory, nor abstain from  employ- 
ing our submarines, even when peace 
has been concluded, until the sup- 
plies of raw material we need are se- 
cured to us, not on paper, but ton by 
ton in the warehouses of Hampury 
and Bremen.” 

This is to say that no peace which 
Berlin makes with a beaten world 
will guarantee immunity from the 
whip of the German submarine. If 
the nations hesitate to bring such tri- 
bute as is demanded by Berlin, “ton 
by ton,” into the wareluoses of 
Deutschland, they will pay for their 
slow obedience in costly sinkings.” 

So that even “peace” can bring no 
blessings to the world—if it be Ger- 
man-made, No wonder other nations 
prefer annihilation and every  states- 
man says the terrible war must go 
on until the» would-be autocrat of 
Europe is wiped out. Military Ger- 
many, if these be its sentiments, 
must be destroyed, else any nation 
with a soul had better die—and that 
can never be. And yet with every 
ounce of strength of every soul in 
Germany against us there still exist 
pacifists—Regina Leader,

| Crime is Rife in Germany 
Socialist Member _ of Reichstag 
Draws Lurid Picture of Pub- 
lic Morality 
The following is a picture of social 


conditions in lriissia as presented 
{during the debate on June 18) on 
the budget of the minister of — the 


interior in the house of deputies by 


the Socialist member, Braun: 

“Wei are face to face with a ter- 
rible condition of publi¢ morality. 
We hear of numberless cases of 
thefts on railroads, and alarming 
juvenile criminality. According to 
Official statistic between October, 
1916, November, 1917, there 
were 26 convictions for infrac- 
tions of the food regulations, and 
these were only a small percentage 
of the «actual trangressions com- 
initted. 

“As for that, we are all sinners, 


Profitecring exceeds all bound; usury 
is rampant among all classes. 
Fraudulent profiteering, like that of 
the Daimler works, is nowise excep- 
tional. yen official bodies attempt 
to extort illegal profits. Poor people 
can only buy clothes at the official 
clothing department by bribing the 
salesmen with tips or food. 

“The — increase of criminality 
demonstrates the demoralization 
through the war, which is described 
by fools as a_ rejuvenating bath, 
Self-sacrifice and patriotism, per- 
haps, are still found in the trenches, 
but in the invaded regions profiteer- 
ing begins to rear its head, culmin- 
ating in the most repulsive  profit- 
snatching at home. 

“Everybody cheats, steals, grabs, 
from jail-bird to court chamberlatn, 
who cheats the needy home worker 
out of his scanty earnings and 
pockets millions. And the longer 
the war lasts the worse it becomes. 

“Added to this is the Fatherland 
party’s wild war-baiting propaganda 
and refusal of equal suffrage. What 
wonder that popular exasperation 
burst forth in a big strike in Jan- 
tary!” 

Herr Braun further pilloried the 
nefarious activities of police and in- 
formers, and the hateful, hypocrit- 
ical censorship. The prohibition of 
the acknowledgment of gifts by 
soldiers to the Socialistic funds, he 
said, was ordered for the purpose of 
withholding from public knowledge 
the magnitude of the demand in the 
army for peace and equal suffrage. 

He further mercilessly indicted 
the systematic discrimination against 
the Socialistic press, while the Fath- 
erland party and annexationists with 


impunity raised the accusation of 
bribery with Anglo-American money 
against those favoring peace by ne- 


gotiation. He finally gave a number 
of instances of arbitrary suppression 
of political meetings which were un- 
welcome to the military commanders, 
all of which caused the gravest bit- 
terness among the péople. 

The minister of the interior, Dr. 
Drews; answered vaguely that he 
was not responsible for the censor- 
ship or the other matters complain- 
ed_of, which were under the jurisdic- 
tion of the military authorities. 

The Socialist newspaper, 
waerts, devotes a long cditorial 
the foregoing in which it says: 

“Dr, Drews’ unsatisfactory answer 
is tantamount to a confession of the 
impotence of the civil government. 
In fact there is no responsible civil 
government in Prussia today. It 
demonstrates the necessity of the ab- 
olition of the state of siege in the 
country, for which there is no lega 
jurisdiction whatever. The necessity 
of a responsible government 1s shown 
especially by the fate of suffrage re- 
form, which has been dragged from 
reading to reading, without the gov- 
ernment intervening, with the immie- 
diate dissolution of the house.

Canteen work in France, emer- 
gency work in any place “over 
there” carries with it something 
iiore than the privilege of wearing | 


a becoming uniform and having one’s 
Picture in the Sunday supplements. 
he following account’ of just one 
night in the Women’s Emergency 
Canteen at the Gare du Nord wiil 
convince any one that the work 
makes a tremendous demand on phy- 
sical strength, resourcefulness and 
sympathy. 

_ When the refugees began to ar- 
rive,” (after the last great drive) 
Says the report, “ours was the only 
canteen on the station which was 
open to them and, as there was no 
organization then working which al- 
|lowed of their Wing taken away to 
lodgings or other stations, our can- 
{teen did its best for them and did it 
well, Two ladies and one man 
struggled all night with over a thou- 
sand refugees and all their multi- 
plicity of belongings, as well as with 
crowds of soldiers going back to the 
front or coming from. it, some 
wounded, some worn out and hun- 
gry, all demanding food and shelter. 
fo describe that night is impossible 


and in the days and nights which 
have followed the call has been al- 
most as great. 

‘Although the American Red 
Cross and French War Emergency 
Fund have undertaken to carry off 
the people to other shelters, yet 


there are hundreds and hundreds evy- 
ery night who arrive tired and hun- 
gry, discouraged and homeless; ba- 
bies, little children drooping for want 
of sleep like flowers for want of wa- 
ter, old men and women, girls, boys 
and so many pet animals. They all 
lave to be fed and it is not always 
easy to get food in these days of 
bread rations to say nothing of the 
money it takes to keep things going 
when eggs, butter and milk are so 
expensive, Extra workers, too, are 
not casily found, just now, for the 
call is great on all service; but 
somehow it is managed and British 
and American men and women, not 
all in their first youth by any means, 
have given what help they could and 
have turned their hands to anything 
—washing dishes, scrubbing floors, 
carrying baggage and babies, sery- 
ing hot coffee and food, and above 
all, keeping up a spirit of hopeful- 
ness and cheerfulness to help the 
unhappy people over the discourage- 
ment of a second evacuation of their 
homes. 
_ “It was noticeable among the ma- 
jority that they all believed the Ger- 
man advance would be stopped by 
our men and we were glad they had 
kept their faith in the steadfast cour- 
age of our magnificent soldiers—we, 
whose hearts were beating with 
theirs in this hour of utmost trial. 
“Surely if friendship is ever se 
ed between France and England this 
great fight should seal it, for the soil 
of France is being fought for, inch 
by inch, by British men; their blood 
will have paid dearly for its freedom 
and to thousands of British men and 
women it will be holy ground for- 
ever, 


Salvage Ships 
Sunk By U-Boats 


1407 Vessels Recovered by Admiralty 
Department Since January 
? 1915 


From January, 1915, to the end of 
May,. 1918, 407 ships sunk by the 
Germans in British waters have been 
salvaged, according to details of the 
work of the admiralty salvage de- 
partment, made public in the press. 


Up to December, 1917, 260 ships 
were recovered, In the present 
jyear to the end ay, 147 have 
been salvaged, the increase being 


due to improved methods, 

Among the difficulties encountered 
has been the emission of poisonous 
gasses from the rotting cargoes of 
sunken ‘ships, which sometimes have 
caused the loss of lives. One salvage 
ship was torpedoed while working on 
a wreck, while sometimes the work 
of weeks is destroyed by the rough 
sea, Feats performed by the salvage 
department includes the raising of a 
large collicr, sunk in twelve fathoms 
of water and involving a dead lift of 
3,500 tons.

Canada Has Large 
Area Sitka Spruce 


Is Used Largely in Construction of 
Airplanes—More Men Needed 
in the Woods 
Referring to the statement of Mr. 
Joynson-Hicks, chairman of the Brit- 
ish parliamentary air committee that 
England was preparing to launch in- 


a tremendous campaign of air- 
ship building and fighting, the im- 
perial munitions board stated that 
Canada’s organization for the  pro- 


duction of airplane timber was com- 
plete, except in one particular. 

“The production of airplanes  de- 
pends es much upon the supply of 
suitable timber as upon any other 
one thing,’ said an officer of the 
board. “The best timber so far dis- 
covered for airplane construction is 
Sitka spruce, which grows exclusive- 
ly on the Pacific coast and then only 
in favored localities, Washington 
and Oregon states have fair area 
of this timber, but Queen Charlotte 
Island and the deeply indented bays 
and inlets of the mainland and Van- 
couyer Island on the British Colum- 
bia coast have the greatest area in 
the world, 

“Italy and France are securing 
their supplies in the United States, 
while England also is buying part 
of her needs there. It is stated that 
70,000 men are engaged in the woods 
and mills of Oregon and Washing- 
ton. 

In British Columbia, however, the 
supply of labor is very limited, and 


only 3,200 men are now employed, 
though thousands more could” be 
used. 


“There is practically no limit to 
the necessities of England and the 
allies for airplane lumber, While the 
actual footage required for an air- 
plane is not great, in order to secure 
the quantity of the proper specifica- 
tions, from 10 to 15 times as much 
lumber must be cut. This will give 
some idea of the labor involved in 
producing the lumber for one air- 
plane, Yet to win victory,” Mr, Joyn- 
son-Hicks says, “many thousands will 
be needed. 

“The imperial munitions board has 
a fine organization for cutting, ship- 
ping and handling the logs and 
timber, and although our output is 
now four times what it was last 
January, we could enormously in- 
crease our present production had 
we the increased labor necessary to 
fully operate the logging nps and 
sawmills,”
